The winters of 1828 and 1929 saw

tons and average elapsed time for 72 
miles was 38 hours—hauling being 
done now from Flin Flon to which 
the railway had been extended. 

A crew of 900 had to be housed 
and fed, and in May, 1929, ground 
was cleared for excavation.

I could deseribe the power hous 
in technical terms but it is enoueh 
to say that the flow of water is 1.660 
cubic feet per second and 800,000 
kilowatt hours of electricitv is used 
per day for the mines at Flin Flor 
and at Sherridon (Sherritt-Gordon)
